The wholesale loss of life oc­ 
curred Saturday afternoon and night, 
w h e n great bodies of men were striv­ 
ing to check the flames. 
The names of many of the dead w ill 
never be known. 


Bodies Badly Burned. 


The rangers employed all the able­ 
bodied men whom they could press 
into tin 
rvice. 
W hen the groups of 
fire 
fighters were overwhelmed the 
camps also were destroyed, the clothes 
were burned off the bodies of the men 
and the bodb s of tile dead were often 
so charred that s; archers stepped on 
them, thinking they were pieces of 
burned legs. 
The fire obliterated the 
trails and the burned country is diffi­ 
cult to go through because of fallen 
trees. 
W ith the towns out of danger and 
the settlers fled to places of safety the 
rangers were able 
to devote 
them­ 
selves entirely to the saving of the 
trees. 
Various fires are isolated and 
w ill die for lack of food. 
In 
.Montana rain and 
snow 
fell, 
checking the flames. 
In Spokane the 
sun shone clear and even at W allace 
the smoke cloud was lifted. 
No one ventures to estimate the 
financial loss, for the extent of the 
burned area is not fully known. 
A 
pine tree, centuries old, has a value 
beyond the lumber it contains and the 
national forests have lost many of 
the finest trees they possessed. 
The use of United States soldiers 
to protect from fire the national for­ 
ests during the dry months is “ wholly 
im practicable,” 
according 
to 
Major 
General Leonard Wood, chief of staff. 
In a letter to President Taft Gen­ 
eral Wood said: 
“ I have the honor to inform you 
that the commanding general, depart­ 
ment of the Columbia. Vancouver B ar­ 
racks, W ash., and 
the commanding 
general, department of Dakota, at St. 
Paul, have already been directed to 
place certain organizations from posts 
in their departments in the field for 
duty in co-operation with the forest 
service and with officials of the in­ 
terior department in extinguishing the 
forest fires. 
“ In this connection It 
is deemed 
proper to state that the suggested use 
of the troops from M ay until October 
of each year for the purpose set forth 
In the resolution of the W estern Pine 
M anufacturers’ association is wholly 
impracticable.” 
In a statement just issued Secre­ 
tary A. W . Cooper of the W estern 
Pine Manufacturers’ association takes 
issue with General Wood. 
He asserts 
that the work in the woods would be 
wholly beneficial and better for the 
men than to be held in comparative 
idleness at m ilitary posts.

Its M ysterious Ruins Once the Scene 
of Human Sacrifices. 
It 
was Chic hen—C’liic lieu 
itzu 
the 
magnificent, the Taj Mahal o f Central 
Am erica—and the building 
we were 
gazing on was the most wonderful of 
the ruined group. 
As we looked upon it in the moon 
light we could not help feeling how 
I nwe 
Inspiring 
this 
colossal 
temple, 
: rearing itself 120 feet into the air. must 
■ have been to the ancients. 
On the top 
' of the pyramid still stand the crum ­ 
bling ruins of a temple. 
It is reached 
, by a stairw ay on each side of its four 
i sides, 
having 
120 steps apiece, aud 
contains three rooms, tile doorposts of 
which are carved with the figures of 
priests, except the one facing east- 
j ward, which has large pillars carved 
; into the forms of serpents. 
The heads 
! of these are turned so that they lie 
flat upon the top of the pyramid, their 
eye sockets still hearing traces of the 
rich green jade that once filled them. 
As we sat we pictured to ourselves 
the strange and barbaric scenes that 
had here been enacted, for if legends 
are to be believed it was on these flat­ 
tened serpents’ heads that the tyrant 
priests of the Itzas. majestic in their 
bejeweled and befenthered robes, tore 
out the palpitating hearts of their sac- 
rificia. victims .after slicing open tile 
breasts with a silex knife. 
These sacrifices were probably per­ 
formed in view of thousands of wor­ 
shipers of the sun deity congregated 
on the ilia ins below, the heart after it 
was torn from the membranes being 
burned as an ottering in the inner holy 
of holies, while the body of the victim 
rolled down the stone steps to be sacra­ 
mentally eaten by the people.—W orld 
W ide Magazine.

W ith assurances that the storm had 
m aterially lessened the danger, scores j 
of refugees started from this city to j 
return to their deserted homes along 
the Coeur d'Alene line of the N orth­ 
ern Pacific. 
Those returning home­ 
ward were principally people living 
between Saltest* and Iron Mountain. 
Some of them have lost their homes, 
while others who never expected to 
see theirs again will find them undam­ 
aged. 
The refugees are being carried 
to their homes by the Northern Pacific 
free of charge.

President Taft and Congressman Lou- 
denslager Meet. 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 25.— Represen­ 
tative H. C. Loudenslager of New Je r­ 
sey. secretary of the Republican con­ 
gressional campaign committee, silent 
most of the day in Beverly and had a 
long talk with the president regarding 
the plans for the coming campaign.

This is a reduction of $4,-j 
626,773.04 from tho showing of the 
same funds on the call of March 29. j 
This reduction is no doubt from tin*! 
withdrawal of cash for farming ope;1 
rations, as the state banks show a re-, 
duction of over $ 3 ,non,moo in checking! 
accounts, aud the national banks show J 
a reduction of about $2,000,000, while I 
the savings accounts, and the tim e 1 
certificates, themselves a species of 
savings, show an increase. 
The de­ 
crease will no doubt be wiped out by 
the tim e of another report, when the 
farmers will ire getting returns for 
their season’s work. 
By far the heaviest deposits are 
shown in the 482 state banks operating 
in the state, as they were carrying 
$50,545,536.71; while the ninety-eight 
national banks were carrying $28,732,- 
726.06. 
W hile the state banks show a 
decrease of $3,000,000 in their check­ 
ing accounts, they show an Increase 
of $131,000 in their direct savings ac­ 
counts. and over $1,000,000 in their 
time certificates. 
The national banks 
show savings accounts of $1,250,000, 
and the state banks of nearly $2,000,* 
000. 
These figures include only indi­ 
vidual deposits, such as checking ac­ 
counts, certificates of deposits, and 
saving accounts, and do not attempt 
to show the deposits of banks with 
one another, or tile deposits of the 
government. 
The showing is a good 
one for a state with the population of 
South Dakota, but will be much better 
after the marketing of crops, and the 
deposits of the millions 
which 
the 
fanners will receive for grain and live 
stock sold this year.

mountains, Hie plains and so much of 
tlie rest of the universe as Is describ­ 
es! by tile term "nil over.” 
So far as 
the recent turndowns he has received 
from tin* New York machine are con­ 
cerned. they have not dampened the 
popular Roosevelt ardor. 
Rather they 
have only whetted the western appe­ 
tite for his coming. 
To a disinterested onlooker who is at 
all familiar with the political game 
aud who is in the least Informed as to 
the drift of sentiment throughout the 
c< untry It would appear that Roose­ 
velt luck Wits never more in evidence 
than in those latter days. 
The slaps 
lie is getting from the bosses are just 
the tilings to make the mass of voters 
yell for him. vote for him and lf nec­ 
essary fight for him. 
If lie had ar 
ranged these things himself with an 
eye single to his future popularity he 
could not have done it better. 
At least 
that is the view of his particular 
friends. 


Seventeen States Visited. 
Starting from New York on Tuesday, 
Aug. LM, the Roosevelt itinerary cov­ 
ers nearly 3.7x00 miles. 
IB* traverses 
seventeen states, has twenty ached 
tiled 
stops 
and 
fourteen 
regular 
speeches and is gone nearly 
three 
weeks. The formal talks represent but 
a fraction of those to he made, how­ 
ever. its there will be cheering throngs 
tit every stop. and. given ii combination 
of .a shouting multitude, a rear plat­ 
form and the colonel, only one result 
can follow. 
The speeches may not he 
long and may not say much about pol­ 
itics, hilt speeches there must be. 
In­ 
deed, the only difference between this 
tour and one made while Roosevelt 
was nu occupant of the White House 
is that this tine is to he more noisy. 
It is ;i presidential tour plus. 
In detail tin* itinerary of the trip is 
as follows: Leaving New York on tile 
morning of Aug. 2d, tin* first stop is 
at Utica, where the initial speech of 
the series an address on the country 
life movement—Is delivered before ti 
grange picnic. 
There is ti day's stop 
in Utica, tin* departure being made at 
midnight on the 21th. 
Arriving tit 
Buffalo, there is tm hour between trains 
with breakfast tit the Ellicott club. 
The trip to < hicngo ends at 9 o’clock 
(xii the evening of the Loth with nearly 
ti two hours’ stop. 
Here the Hamilton 
club lins extended an invitation, the 
same club, by the way, th at entertains 
Colonel Roosevelt on Ins return to the 
Windy City two weeks later. 
Leaving 
Chicago at l'bld. there is a thirty min­ 
utes' stop at Omaha on tho afternoon 
of Aug. 20. after which the long run 
across tile plains to Cheyenne is be­ 
gun. 
Arriving at the Wyoming capi­ 
tal at IO o'clock on {Saturday. Aug. 27, 
the empyrean and all other rippable 
things will be torn into shreds. 


“Frontier Days” Cause of Trip. 
Cheyenne is not only the feature of 
the tour, but tin* reason for its exist­ 
ence. 
The invitation to its “frontier 
days” 
celebration 
was 
accepted 
in 
Egypt, tin* first American date made 
by Colonel Roosevelt after his emer­ 
gence from the African jungle. “Fron­ 
tier days” is ti chapter out of the 
book of the old west, 
it has come to 
he ti national event and is attended 
even by poop I * from foreign lands. It 
is a meeting of the cowboys from all 
the states and territories where cow­ 
boys still flourish. 
It is a real wild 
west show by men and horses fresh 
and on their mettle, 
in it men from 
Texas meet those from Oregon, tin* 
event of the year for all the riders iii 
the short grass territory. 
Imagine the appeal that such an 
event would make to Colonel Roose­ 
velt! 
Go? 
Why, of course he would 
go. 
Ile had himself been a cowboy in 
Montana. 
Anything that smacked of 
the old life was tis meat aud drink. 
And so after his troupcings by the 
machine in his own state he is on his 
way to the west—the big and virile 
west that loves him as its very own. 


Real West at Cheyenne. 
At “frontier days" the most incor­ 
rigible of th* outlaw horses are roped 
and ridden, the biggest steers are las­ 
soed and tied in the quickest time, the 
wildest races are run, the best cow­ 
boys and cowgirls of the west com­ 
pete and take prizes. In fact, it is an 
occasion th at runs to superlatives as 
naturally as tho sparks fly upward. At 
“frontier days" 
the cowboy 
cham­ 
pionship of the world is decided. There 
“Lo, tin* poor Indian.” foregathers and 
doffs his civilized attired for the habili­ 
ments of his forefathers. 
At "fron­ 
tier days” comes lu the incarnation of 
the old west—likewise of the new. 
Automobile races are run—does that 
not seem a sacrilege?—and Mr. Upto- 
date rubs shoulders with the oldest 
inhabitant. 
It is open, free hearted, 
cordial—the best of the west of yes 
terday and of today. 
And 
at 
“frontier 
days" 
a p p e a r 


Colonel Roosevelt, who. though born 
in the east and educated at Harvard. 
a> scion of one of the oldest families of 
New York, is still the beau ideal of 
the transmiSBouri, the rough rider, the 
plainsman, the citizen of the world. 
Cheyenne and 
the west feel 
the 
honor that the colonel has done them 
iii accepting their hospitality before he 
accepted any other. 
They have re­ 
turned the compliment by naming the 
last two days of their tournament 
“Roosevelt days.” 
There the colonel 
speaks—presumably of his apprecia­ 
tion of the sixirit of the west and of
